In accordance with the provisions of Title 30, Section 
52538, Revised Statutes of 1964, and at your request, the 
financial records of the Town of Thorndike have been 
audited for the municipal year ended February 10, 1972. 


As required by statute, one copy of this report 
together with the audit procedural form prescribed by 
the state auditor for governmental audits in accordance 
with statutory requirements have been forwarded to the 
State Department of Audit. 


The examination was in the form of a 
limited general audit and performed in accordance with 
standards established by the State Department of Audit 
and by the National Committee on Governmental 
Accounting. Audit analysis was on a basis consistent 
with the preceding year and included all procedures 
considered necessary. 


Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope 
of the examination, the financial affairs of the Town 
appear to have been appropriately handled, with such 
exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying 
comments. 
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Exhibits and schedules together with the accomp- 
anying comments present the result of the financial 
operations of the Town for the period designated.

COMMENTS 


February 11, 1971 to February 10, 1972 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Thorndike has been completed for the municipal year 
ended February 10, 1972. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following 
comments, exhibits and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
showed that net departmental balances credited to gen- 
eral fund surplus amounted to $6,081.32, per the follow- 
ing summary: 


Departmental Balances 


Unexpended $6,730.78 
Overdrafts ( 649.46) 
Net Balances to Surplus $6,081.32 


Unexpended balances in overlay and excise tax 
accounts were the principal factors contributing to net 
balances credited to general fund surplus. 
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ASSES retinas The general fund cash balance of 
$13,317.93 was reconciled with a statement furnished by 
Federal Trust Company, Unity, Maine. 


Taxes receivable of $2,871.49 represented the uncol- 
lected balance of the 1971 tax commitment in the amount 
of $1,706.28 and balances of prior years taxes of 
Si T65s21. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$1,458.05 and $1,025.00 respectively. 


General fund investments totaled $6,201.69 at the 
year end, an increase of $86.01 as compared with the 
preceding year. This increase was occasioned by interest 
earnings on the savings account and Series J Bonds. 


SURPLUS 2 we. Departmental balances carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year amounted to $1,869.61. 


The unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted 
to $23,004.55 at the year end, an increase of $3,068.82 
as compared with the preceding year. Gains realized 
from Departmental Operations and settlement of tax 
liens were partly offset by transfer of $3,538.68 to de- 
partmental accounts. 


PG TION Dee sca ccecs dee Notes payable amounted to 
$1,400.00 at the year end and represented the balance of 
notes issued for purchase of a fire truck in prior years. 
These are held by Depositors Trust and mature at the rate 
of $2,000.00 annually. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS ............. Trust fund 
principals totaled $3,420.00, while unexpended income 
amounted to $7,594.03. These were represented by time 
deposits of $9,764.03 and other investments of $1,250.00. 


The Capital Reserve Funds amounted to $1,400.00, 
while the Memorial Tablet Fund totaled $16.52 at the 
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year end. These funds were properly invested. 


Income from the Oscar J. Farwell Trust Fund re- 
ceived during the year amounted to $9,946.71 which was 
credited to the Worthy Poor Account and a Civic Im- 
provement Account. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
status of the Town at February 10, 1972, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.
